THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


T he newspaper editors and publishets of 
Pennsy lvania have signified to the Legislature 
of their slate the sort of libel law by which 
they are w illing to abide, and their view s 
have lx ? en shaped into a bill which is now 
pending. 
It provides that no aetiou for libel 
shall l>e brought or maintained unless the 
plaintiff shall, Ix jfore bringing suit, request 
the defendant to publish a retraction of the 
libel anil allow the defendant a reasonable 
lim e in which to publish such retraction, 
and to make such amends as are reasonable 
ami 
possible 
under 
the 
circum stances. 
¡Such 
publication of retraction or correc­ 
tion w ill be adm issible as evidence on the 
question of good faith of the defendant and 
i:i m itigation and reduction of dam ages. T1 c 
bill also m akes it unlawful for any attorney 
at law to bring or Conduct any action for libel 
for a contingent fee or on any understanding, 
ex press or implied, that lie is to receive any 
portion of the ex pected dam ages as com pen­ 
sation for his services, ami no attorney is al­ 
lowed to advance m oney to defray (he ex ­ 
penses of 
the plaintiff. 
T hese provisions 
ought to satisfy any reasonable com plainant. 
A straight-forward, manly retraction in the 
newspaper which published the libel covers 
the w hole ground of offense, inasm uch as it 
convey s to the same readers w ho have sot n 
the slander the correction of the same. Tin re 
is tut impression that it is hard for the truth 
to overtake a lie, and that the feat is seldom 
accom plished, but it should be borne in mind 
that the injury is mutual. 
T he newspaper 
that accidentally publishes a slander anil is 
then forced to take it back suffers a shadow 
to be east over its character for prudente and 
reliability that is not soon effaced. 
T he un­ 
intended libel should be looked upon in the 
light of an accident in which both parties are 
injured. 
But in the end the lil>eler sustains 
larger injury than the libelee. 
T he bill, however, is not designed to pro- 
le d Ihc piess from honorable men to w hom a 
retraction is alw ay s satisfactory , but from the 
sharks w ho prey upon the reluctance of pub­ 
lishers to engage in a lawsuit. 
There are a 
few such persons in almost every com m unity 
where a newspaper is published, and w hile 
they are not over-sensitive alx iut the ex posure 
of their misdoings in court, they are quick to 
pounce upon the newspaper that reports the 
same. 
Several y ears ago a paper in this city 
w as prosecuted for libel by a person w ho was 
actually in jail for the offense charged, and 
the case was kept in court by the connivance 
of his counsel till he was convicted and p u n ­ 
ished. 
T he publisher was regularly besieged 
for settlem ent, w ith a constant lessening of 
the dem and for dam ages, until it was reduced 
to $25 and finally withdrawn. 
T he case 
caused the publisher a great deal of annoy ­ 
ance and considerable ex pense. 
Libel suits 
are begun in great numbers on the eve of 
every election, the prosecutors seem ing to 
fancy that such action vindicates them from 
accusations that are likely to cost them votes. 
D ocs any body recall an instance in w hich 
such a suit was brought to trial ? 
Their only 
object is to sileuee the newspaper for the re­ 
m ainder of the campaign. 
The publication of a daily newspaper re­ 
quires hurried work, and malicious persons, 
intent upon doing another an injury , some­ 
times succeed in imposing upon reporters. 
The iujurious article is pluced 
In the news­ 
paper. often without the knowledge of the 
proprietor, who is of course the responsible 
party and the one to prosecute when tin in­ 
jury is inflicted. 
In Pennsy lvania under 
the 
present 
law, 
publishers 
have 
actually 
been 
punished 
criminally 
for 
libels published while they 
were absent 
from the place of publication, and hence ab­ 
solutely irresponsible. It is to prevent wrongs 
of this kiud that the publishers are now agi­ 
tating fora law that will give them at least 
an even chance in court with an actual crimi­ 
nal. 
The daily press is the modern engine of 
public opinion. 
In its movements for fairer 
libel laws it is sure to have the sy mpathy of 
the public. 
And we believe it is going to 
demonstrate its power to protect itself against 
the sharks who prey upon the fears of ner­ 
vous editors and the shy sters who egg them 
on.

His journey to W ashington was as free 
from sy m ptom s of fear as that of any ordi­ 
nary citizen. 
A guard of detectives was of 
fered him , but he declined it. 
W hen Cleve­ 
land w ent to Washington four y ears ago, the 
detectives were so thick as to m ake him al­ 
most unapproachable by his friends. 
Evert 
carriage he entered was driven by a detec­ 
tive: every servant who waited on him was a 
detective.

H ow glad lie must be to get out of this terri 
fy ing position, in which he has lived and suf­ 
fered all the horrors that fear produces foi 
the last four y ears. 
Gen. Harrison went to the war and became 
inured to danger. 
Cleveland had an equal 
opportunity , for the country called him in 
one of its drafts. 
But he hired a substitute 
and kept out of harm’s w ay . 
A little of the

him with a braver and more m anly character 
for public position.

by

some Guitcau. 
His 
refusal to attend the Hendricks funeral at 
Indianapolis was prompted by fear of ussas- 
sination, and in his visits to New York and 
oilier citie s he has always been closely sur­ 
rounded by an armed guard. This haunting 
fear may account in part for his flabby and 
spiritless administration. 
The prominence 
of his position startled him. 
Ik* had become 
a shining mnik for the political cratik or as­ 
sassin. 
His prec .ution, however, tuuy not 
have been ill ach ised. 
Possibly it saved bis 
life. 
General Harrison shows no such apprehen­ 
sion. 
His journey to Washington was as free 
from symptoms of fear as tin t of any ordi­ 
nary citizen. 
A guard of detectives was of­ 
fered him, but he declined it. 
When Cleve­ 
land went to Washington four years ago, the 
detectives were so thick as to make him al­ 
most unapproachable by bis friends. 
Even 
carriage he entered was driven by a detec­ 
tive: every servant who waited on hint was a 
detective. 
The 
car 
was 
full 
of

professionals, 
and 
they 
did 
not 
leave 
him 
till 
lie 
was 
safely 
housed beyond the possibility of danger. 
How glad be must be to get out of this tcrri 
fying position, in which he lias lived and suf­ 
fered all the horrors that fear produces fot 
the last four years. 
Gen. Harrison went to the war and became 
inured to danger. 
Cleveland had an equal 
opportunity, for the country called him in 
one of its drafis. 
But he hired a substitute 
and kept out of harm’s way. 
A little of the 
discipline of army life would have arrayed 
him with a braver and more manly character 
for public position.

THE LAW OF LIRE'.

The newspaper editors and publishers of 
Pennsylvania have signified lo the Legislature 
of their slate the sort of libel law by which 
I bey are willing to abide, and their views 
have been shaped into a bill which is lo w 
pending. 
It provides that no action for libel 
shall lie brought or maintained unless (he 
plaintiff shall, lxffore bringing suit, request 
the defendant to publish a retraction of the 
liltel and allow the defendant a reasonable 
lime in which to publish such retraction, 
and to make such amends as are reasonable 
and possible 
under 
the 
circumstances. 
Such publication of retraction or correc­ 
tion will be admissible as evidence on the 
question of good faith of the defendant and 
in mitigation and reduction of damages. Tl.c 
bill also makes it unlawful for any attorney 
at law to bring or Conduct any action for libel 
for a contingent fee or on any understanding, 
express or implied, that he is to receive any 
portiou of the expected damages as compen­ 
sation for his services, and no attorney is al­ 
lowed to advance money to defray the ex­ 
penses of the plaintiff. 
These provisions 
ought to satisfy any reasonable complainant. 
A straight-forward, manly retraction in the 
newspaper which published the libel covers 
the whole ground of offense, Inasmuch as it 
conveys to the same readers who have swn 
the slander the correction of the same. There 
is an imprcssiou that it is hard for the truth 
to overtake a lie, and that the feat is seldom 
accomplished, hut it should he borne in mind 
that the injury is mutual. The newspaper 
that accidentally publishes a slander and is 
then forced to take it back suffers a shadow 
to he east over its character for prudence and 
reliability that is not soon effaced. 
The un­ 
intended libel should be looked upon in the 
light of an accident in which both parties are 
injured. 
But in the end the libeler sustains 
larger injury than the libelee. 
The bill, however, is not designed to pro- 
Icct the press from honorable men to whom a 
retraction is always satisfactory, hut from the 
sharks who prey upon the reluctance of pub­ 
lishers to engage iu a lawsuit. There area 
few such persons in almost everv community 
where a newspaper is published, and while 
they are not over-sensitive about the exposure 
of their misdoings in court, they are quick to 
pounce upon the newspaper that reports the 
same. Several years ago a paper in this city 
was prosecuted for libel hy a person who was 
actually iu jail for the offeuse charged and 
the case was kept in court by Che connivance 
of his counsel till he wus convicted and pun­ 
ished. 
The publisher was regularly besieged 
for settlement, with a constant lessening of 
Hie demand for damages, until it was reduced 
to $25 and finally withdrawn. The case 
caused the publisher a great deal of annoy­ 
ance and considerable expense. 
Libel suits 
«re begun in great numbers on the eve of 
every election, the prosecutors seeming to 
fancy that such action vindicates Hu m from 
accusations that are likely to cost them votes 
Docs anybody recall an ¡Dstance in which 
such a suit was brought to trial ? Their only 
object is to slleuce the newspaper for the re­ 
mainder of the campaign. 
The publication of a daily newspaper re­ 
quires hurried work, and malicious persons 
intent upon doing another an injury, some­ 
times succeed in imposing upon reporters 
The injurious article is placed In the news­ 
paper. often without the knowledge of the 
proprietor, who is of course the responsible 
party and the one to prosecute when an in­ 
jury is iutiicted. 
In Pennsylvania under 
the 
present 
law, 
publishers 
have 
actually 
been 
punished criminally 
for 
libels published while they were absent 
from the place of publication, and hence ab­ 
solutely irresponsible. It is to prevent wrongs 
of this kind that the publishers are now agi­ 
tating fora law that will give them at least 
an even chance in court with an actual crirui- 
nal. 
The dailypress is the modern engine of 
public opinion. In it8 movements for fairer 
libel laws it is sure to have the sympathy of 
the public. 
And we believe it is going to 
demonstrate its power lo protect itself against 
the sharks who prey upon the fears of ner­ 
vous editors and the shysters who egg them 
on.

Health Inspecto r TenBro eck, this fo re­ 
no o n, stated to a repo rter o f T h e F r e e m a n 
that he had quarantined a stier that was 
bro ught to Ro ndo ut fro m Rhinebeck.

further stated that whether o r no t the animal 
has a cancer he canno t say po sitively.

so o n as a veterinary surgeo n, who has a di­ 
plo ma, can he summo ned to examine the 
steer, that questio n will be settled.

D escriptio n o f V ario us Plia'C.s o f Ihe B attle 
o f Gettysburg. 
General De Tro briand, in his “ F o ur Years 
with the Army o f the Po to m ac.” gives so me 
striking descriptio ns o f vario us phases o f tire 
battle 
o f'G ettysburg. 
W riting abo ut the 
euemv striking his line o t battle during the 
seco nd day near the wheat field, he says: 
“ The greatest danger o f the m o m ent was 
there. 
I had then but two regiments in line 
o f battle, and a third pro lo nging my line o f 
skirm ishers wheD the avalanche ro lled upo n 
me. 
Ho ld o n there, hard and firm ! 
There 
is no reserve. ” 
Later he says: “ If they had attacked us en 
tirely with bayo net we wo uld have been 
swept aiva;. * # * I had never seen an 
men fight with equal o bstinacy. 
One wo uld 
have said that each believed the destiny o i the 
Republic was attached to the desperate vigo r 
o f his effo rls.” 
^ A fter P ickett’s charge o n the third day. De 
T ro briand walked o ver a po rtio n o f the bat­ 
tle field. 
W hat he saw will he interesting to 
Ulster Co unty veterans, fo r it was upo n that 
part o f the field the o ld Twentieth Regiment 
perfo rmed gallant service. 
“ The mo st pro fo und calm reigned no w, 
where a few ho urs befo re so furio us a tempest 
had raged. 
The mo o n, with 
her smiling 
face, mo unted up in the starry heavens, as at 
Chaneelio rsville. 
Her pale 
light 
sho wn 
equally upo n the living and the dead, the 
little flo wers blo o ming in the grass a§ well as 
upo n the to rn bo dies lying in the po o ls o f 
clo tted blo o d. 
Dead bo dies were every 
where. 
On no field o f battle have I ever 
seen them in such numbers. 
The greater 
part o f my liue was strewn with them, and 
when the arm s were slacked, and the men 
asleep, o ne was unable to say. in that mingling 
o f living and dead, wbieli wo uld awake the 
the next mo rning and which wo uld no t. Be 
yo nd the line o f the advanced sentinels, the 
wo unded still lay where they had fallen, call 
ing fo r assistance o r asking fo r water.

They hold 24,000 tons. 
If you want to see ice next August you 
m ust saw it now.— Hare rst raw Messenger. 
An ice stack at Ziegler Island will lie 
200x90 feet. 
There are 12.000 tons housed 
near by. 
Briggs, of Coeymans, has four of his 10 
rooms filled with ice. 
The capacity of the 
house is 32,000 tons 
To-day the work of filling the Knicker­ 
bocker Ice Company’s house, opposite W il­ 
bur, was completed. 
C. 
Baker & Sons, of Selkirk, have gathered 
13,000 tons of ice. 
Eleven thousand tons is 
housed and 2,000 stacked. 
A house has been built over the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal Company’s “ stack ” of ice 
on the Island Dock, Rondout. 
The Miller & W hitbeck house at Coey­ 
mans is filled with 16,000 tons of ice. 
As 
much more will l>e stacked near by. 
The Knickerbocker Ice Company have fin­ 
ished filling the old house at the Lower Land­ 
ing, Coxsackie, and are now at work on the 
lower house. 
It is generally supposed that the recent 
cold wave increased the thickness of ice in 
this vicinity at h ast four or five inches. 
Captain George Van Loan, of Athens, who 
crosses the river a num ber of times each day, 
savs tlmt this is a mistaken notion, as the 
ice is only from six to seven incites at the 
present lim e.— Catskill Mail. 
Yesterday ice harvesting was stopped at a 
number of points north and south of this 
City, owing to the weak eoudition of the ice 
on the Hudson. It was considered unsafe for 
horses and drivers. 
The top of the ice in 
some instances 
is 
covered 
with 
water. 
Icemen say that should the present weather 
continue, a general break-up may be expected 
in a short time. 


PROMPT ACTION HEALTH INSPECTOR. 


A Steer Brought from 
Dutchess County 
Here Quarantined, 
The Poughkeepsie Eagle, of to-day, con­ 
tained the follow ing: 
About a week ago a wealthy fanner living east of 
Rblnebeck. sold to a Rondout butcher a pair of 
fatted oxen, cne of which has had for six mouths 
and over a running sore on Its body. It is the opin­ 
ion of residents of the town that these parties ought 
to be punished to the full extent of the law; for it 
must be unwholesome for food, aud bad been pro­ 
nounced a cancer by a veterinary surgeon, who was 
called to see it. 
Health Iuspector TenBroeck, this fore­ 
noon, stated to a reporter of T ub F reem an 
that he had quarantined a sUer that was 
brought to Rondout from Rhinebeek. 
He 
further stated that whether or not the animal 
has a cancer he cannot say positively. 
As 
soon as a veterinary surge on, who has a di­ 
ploma, can be summoned to examine the 
steer, that question will be settled. 
The butcher who purchased the alleged 
diseased steer was visited. 
He said: ‘‘About 
a week ago I purchased two steers of a man 
named Traver, in Rhinebeck. 
One of the 
animals was afflicted with a sore, and Health 
Inspector TenBroeck condemned the beet. 
It has since been quarantined, and if it is de­ 
cided that the animal is suffering from a can­ 
cer, the meal will be destroyed at once. 
However, it is a common occurrence to find 
steers with sores, especially amoug Western 
cattle.”

OF INTEREST TO 
OLD SOLDIERS* 


Dencriptlun of Various rba-cs of Ihe Battle 
of Gettysburg- 
General De Trobriand, in his “ Four A cars 
with the Army of the Potomac.” gives some 
striking descriptions of various phases of the 
battle of-G ettysburg, - W riting about the 
euemv striking his line ot battle during the 
second day near the wheat field, he says: 
“ The greatest danger of the moment was 
there. 
I had then but two regiments in line 
of battle, and a third prolonging my line of 
skirmishers when the avalanche rolled upon 
me. 
Hold on there, hard and firm ! 
There 
is no reserve.” 
Later he says: “ If they had attacked us en­ 
tirely with bayonet we would have been 
swept aw a ; . * * * I had never seen any 
men fight with equal obstinacy. 
One would 
have said that each believed the destiny of the 
Republic was attached to the desperate vigor 
of his efforts.” 
After P icsetl’s charge on the third day, De 
Trobriand walked over a portion of the bat­ 
tle field. 
W hat lie saw will he interesting to 
Ulster County veterans, for it was upon that 
part of the field the old Twentieth Regiment 
performed gallant service. 
“ The most profound calm reigned now, 
where a few hours before so furious a tempest 
had raged. 
The moon, with her smiling 
face, mounted up in the starry heavens, as at 
Chaneeliorsville. 
Her pale 
light 
shown 
equally upon the living and the dead, the 
little flowers blooming in the grass a$ well as 
upon the torn bodies lying in the pools of 
clotted blood. 
Dead bodies weie every 
where. 
On no field of battle have I ever 
seen them in such numbers. 
The greater 
part of my line was strewn with them, and, 
when the arms were slacked, and the men 
asleep, one was unable to say, in that minglin 
of living and dead, which would awake the 
Lite next morning and which would r,ot. Be­ 
yond the line of the advanced sentinels, the 
wounded still lay where they had fallen, t ail­ 
ing for assistance or asking for water. Their 
cries died away without auy reply in the 
silence of the night, for tin* enemy was close 
by. and it was a dangerous undertaking to 
risk advancing into the space which separated 
us. 
In making an attempt, an officer of my 
staff drew three shots, which whistled un­ 
pleasantly 
near 
his cars. 
All 
labors 
of charity were necessarily put off till the 
next morning. 
It is sad to think that this 
was a sentence of death to nnmliers of the 
unfortunate. 
Mournful thoughts did 
not 
hinder the tired soldiers from 
sleeping 
Everything was soon forgotten in a dreamless 
slumber. At dawn of day .when I awakened 
the first object which struck my eyes was 
young Setgeant stretched out on his back,his 
head resting on a flat stone, serving for a pil 
low. 
His position was natural, even grace 
ful. 
One knee, lightly raised, his hands 
crossed on his breast, a smile ou his lips, his 
eyes closed, lie appeared to sleep, and dream 
perhaps, of her who awaited his return in the 
distant 
green m ountains—he was 
dead 
Wounded, lie had sought out this spot 
which to die 
His haversack was near him 
He had taken out of it a little hook, on which 
his lust looks had lieon oast, for Ihe book was 
still opened in his stiffened lingers. 
It was 
the New T estam ent;. ou the first leaf, 
light 
hand had 
traced. 
in 
pencil 
some 
letters, rubbed 
out, 
which 
one 
might think were a name. 
1 have kept the 
volume, and on the white page, to the un 
known name I have arlded: ‘ Died at Geltys 
burg, July 3, 1863.’ 
During the night the 
enemy had drawn hack its pickets to the 
other side of the Emiiieitsburg roid, and lift 
us free to assist the wounded. 
The appear 
anee of litters 
and ambulance 
wagons 
strengthened them by giving them hope 
They related their engagements of the even 
ing before and their sufferings during the 
night.! One of them, pointing out the dead 
lying 
around 
him, 
said: This 
one 
lived 
only 
till 
sundown; 
that 
one 
lasted until about midnight. 
There is one 
who was still groaning hut an hour ago’. The 
gray jackets abounded on one side; the boy 
in blue more numerous, on the other, indicat 
ing the movements of the troops during the 
battle. 
There where they were mingled to 
gether, all eumity had ceased wheu the con 
test was over, and the canteen passed im par­ 
tía Jly to all lips. 
The greater part of the 
dead were terribly lacerated, for it was here 
particularly that the artillery had done its 
dreadful work. 
There were the dead, wit 
heads carried away, breasts torn open, limbs 
gone, entrails protruding on the ground 
Continuing my walk, I came neara large iso­ 
lated rock. 
It m ight have been eight or 10 
feet high, aud 15 or 20 feet broad.

T he newspafter editor* and publish*!* of 
Pennsylvania have signified to the legislature 
o f their state the sort o f Iii*-! law hy which 


they are w illin g to abide, and their view s 
have liecn shaped into a WH which is now 
pending. 
It provides Hint no action for libel 
shall I* brought or m aintained unless the 
plaintiff shall, I afore bringing suit, request 
the defendant to publish u retraction of the 
Iii* I and allow the (It fendant ii reasonable 
tim e in w hich to publish such retraction, 
mid to make such amends us are reasonable 
and 
]x**ible 
under 
the 
eircums'Jinees. I 


Such 
publication of retraction or correc­ 
tion w ill be adm issible as evidence on the 
question o f good faith of the defendant and 
In m itigation and reduction o f dam ages. 
bill also m akes it unlaw ful for any attorney 
at luw to bring or conduct any action for libel 
for a contingent fee or on any understanding, 
express or im plied, that he Is to receive any 
portion of the expected dam ages us com pe n - 
nation for his service*, and no attorney is al­ 
low ed to advance m oney to defray the ex­ 
pense* of 
the plaintiff. 
T hese provisions 
ought to satisfy any reasonable com plainant. 
A straight-forward, mnnly retraction in the 
newspa|>er w hich published the libel covers 


the whole ground of offense, inasm uch as it 
conveys to the sam e readers w ho have s.* n 
Hie slander the correction of the same. Thin* 
is un impression that it is hard for the truth 
to overtake a lie, and that the feat is seldom 
accom plished, but it should be borne in mind 
that lite injury is m utual. 
T h e newspaper 
that accidentally publishes a slander and is 
then forced to take it back suffers n shadow 
to lie east over it* character for prudence and 
reliability that is not soon effaced. 
T he un- 
inteuded libel should lie looked upon in the 
light o f an accident in which both parties are 
injured. 
But iii the coil the libeler sustains 
larger Injury than the Ilia-lee. 
T ile bill, how ever, I* not designed to pro 
lect the picas from honorable men to whom a 
retraction is alw ayssalW actorr, but from the 
shurks w ho prey upon the reluctance o f pul>- 
Iinliers to engage in a lawsuit. 
There arc a 
few such (arsons in alm ost every com m unity 
w here a newspaper is published, and while 
they are not over sensitive alwut the exposure 


o f their m isdoings in court, they are quick to 
flounce upon the newspaper that reports the 
same. 
Several years ago a paper in this city 
w a* prosecuted for lila l by a person who was 
actually lu jail for the offense charged, and 
tile case was kept in court by the connivance 
o f bi* counsel till be was convicted aud pun 
lilied . 
T he publisher w as regularly besieged 
for se ttlem ent, w ith a constant lessening of 
Hie demand for dam ages, until it was reduced 
lo $ - ' and finally withdrawn. 
The case 
caused the publisher a great deal o f annoy 
m ice and considerable expense. 
Libel suits 
tiro begun in g n a t number* on the eve of 
every election, the prosecutors D em ing to 
fancy that such ac tion vindicate* them from 
accusal ions that are likely to cost them votes 
Due* anybody recall an inst inca in which 
■uch a suit w as brought to trial I 
Their only 
object is to silence the newspaper for the re 
inainder of the campaign. 
T ile publication o f a daily newspaper re 
quires hurried work, and m alicious persons, 


i n t e n t upon doing Another an injury, *omc 


tim es succeed in Imposing upon reporters. 
T h e injurious article is placed In the new* 
paper, often w ithout the knowledge o f the 
proprietor, who is o f course the responsible 
party and the one to prosecute when un in 
ju ry is iii Hided. 
In 
Pennsylvania under

publishers 
have 
actually 
been 
punished 
crim inally 
for 
lib els published while 
they 
were aliseut 
from the place o f publication, and bene* ab­ 
solu tely irresponsible. It is to pre vent w rongs 
o f ibis kind that the publishers are now agi 
toting fo ra law that w ill give them al least 
an even chance in court with an actual crim i­ 
nal. 
T he dally press ta the modern engine of 
pu blic opinion. 
In ll* m ovem ents for fairer 
lib e l law s it Is sure to have the sym pathy of 
th e public. 
A nd w e believe it is going to 
dem onstrate its pow er to protect itself against 
th e sharks w ho prey upon the fears o f ner­ 
vo u s editors and the shysters w ho egg them 
OD.

About a week ago a wealthy fanner living east of 
Rhinebeck, sold to a Rondout butcher a pair of 
fatted oxen. m e of which has had for six mouths 
and over a running sore on Us body. It is the opin­ 
ion of residents of the town that these parties ought 
to be punished to the full extent of the law; for it 
must be unwholesome for food, and bad been pro­ 
nounced a cancer by a veterinary surgeon, who was 
Catlett to see It. 
Health Inspector TenBrocck, this fore 
noou, stated to a reporter of T ub F hkeman 
that he had quarantined a slier that was 
brought lo Rondout from Rhinebeck. 
Ile 
further slated that whether or not the animal 
has a cancer he cannat say positively. 
As 
soon as a veterinary surgi on, who has a (Ii 
ploma, can bt* summoned to examine the 
steer, that question will he settled. 
The butcher who purchased the alleged 
diseased steer was visited.

Description of Various rlia-c.i of lite B uttle 
of Gettysburg. 
General De Trobriand, In his “ Four Years 
with the Army of the Potom ac,’’ gives some 
striking descriptions of various phases of Hie 
b Attle 
of -Gettysburg. 
W rit ing about the 
euemy striking Ilia line of battle during the 
second day near the wheat field, he says: 
“ The greatest danger of the moment was 
there. 
I bud then but, two regiments in line 
of battle, and a third prolonging my line of 
skirmishers when the avalanche rolled upon 
me. 
Hold on there, hard and firm ! 
There 
is no reserve.” 
Later he says; “ If they had attacked us en­ 
tirely with bayonet we would have been 
swept awa.'. * * * I bad never seen any 
men fight with equal obstinacy. 
One would 
have said that each believed the destiny of I be 
Republic was attached to the desperate vigor 
of his efforts.” 
After IficKett's charge on the thin! day, De 
T robriand walked over a portion of the bat­ 
tle field.
